followers that the government would 
he unable to dislodge them from their 
fortress within two years. 
Leading Moros, in their desire for 
the extermination of the outlaws, aid­ 
ed the troop s in the fight. 
Two hun­ 
dred Moros under the direction of lead­ 
ing dattos formed columns 
and carried 
water to the troop s. 
The rep orts of 
comp any 
and troop commanders to 
Major General Wood show that every 
effort was made to save women and 
children. After the fight was over Gen­ 
eral Wood ordered sup p lies and assist­ 
ance for the women and children re­ 
maining alive in the crater. 
The band 
nearly annihilated 
was a band of ban­ 
dits who 
were 
a p erp etual 
threat 
against p eace and order.

The act of yaw n in g is d istin ctly ben e 
fielal in two ways. 
In the first place 
it serves the purpose of lun g ven tila­ 
tion . 
The lun gs are n ot filled or ox 
hausted by ord in ary respiration . There 
is a certain quan tity of air which pbys 
iologists rail "resid ual air” left In the 
recesses of the lun gs after the ord in ary 
respiration . 
This in time becomes viti­ 
ated an d affects the blood an d . through 
it. the n ervous cen ters. 
The result is a yawn , which is really 
a stretchin g of the respiratory chamber 
to its fulh*st capacity an d the fillin g 
of it with freshly in spired air which 
d rives the vitiated air out. Yawn in g is 
also ben eficial in so fa r as it open s, 
stretches an d ven tilates the vocal, ua- 
sal an d aud itory chambers in immed i­ 
ate eon mvtion with the mouth. 
The crackin g soun d often heard w hen 
yaw n in g is d ue to the stretchin g an d 
open in g of the eustachian tubes, which 
form a commun ication between the 
mid d le ear an d the hack of the throat. 
The d eafn ess which often accompan ies 
a cold is d ue to the con gestion of these 
tubes.—Lon d on Hospital.

As a disciple of Senator Cul- 
lom. he made a fight for the right of 
the state to control the railroads, and 
he won the same v ictory for the peo­ 
ple in Wisconsin that Cullom had 
won in Illinois 
more than 
twenty 
y ears before, 
it is almost cruel and 
unfriendly , 
in this 
connection, to 
make ev en a cold recital of Gov ernor 
Yates’ relations with the railroads, 
while gov ernor of the state. 
They 
were eminently satisfactory to the 
railroads, as it attested by the fact
